President Cleveland Declare« Himself 
on Pension Tetoes «nd Tariff 
Tax Bednetlon With 
OhuaeterlBtlo 
Honesty. 


WAflHiNaTOK, 
July 
6.—Preeident 
Oleveland aooompanied bis veto of a 
pension bill yesterday with the following 
remarks: 


"None of UB should be in the least 
wanting in regard for the veteran sol- 
dier and I will yield to no man in the 
( ^ i r e to see those who defended the 
government when it needed defenders 
liberally treated. 
Unfriendliness to our 
veterans is a charge easily and some- 
times dishonestly made. I insist that the 
true soldier is a good citizen, and will be 
satisfied tuth a generous and fair treat 
ment of those who are worthy and en 
titled to help. 
I have oonsidered the 
pension list of the republic a roll of hon- 
or bearing the names 
inscribed by 
national gratitude and not by improvi 
dent and indiscriminate alms giving. 
I 
have considered the prevention of a com- 
plete 
discredit 
which 
must 
ensue 
from the uji reasonable, unfair and reck- 
less granting of pensions by special 
acts 
to 
be 
the 
best 
service 
£ can render our veterans. 
In the dis- 
cbarge of what has seemed to me my 
duty, as related to legislation and in 
tbe'interest of all the veterans of the 
uuion army, I have attempted to stem 
the tide of improvident pension enact- 
ments, though I confess to my full share 
of the responsibility for some of these 
laws 
thut 
should 
not have 
been 
passed. 
I am far from denying that 
there are oases which cannot be reached 
by special enactment, but I do not be- 
lieve that there is a member of either 
house of oongrc6S who will not admit 
that this kind of legislation has been 
carried too far. 
I have now before me 
more than one hundred special pension 
bills which can hardly be examined 
within the time allowed for that pur- 
pose. 
My custom has been at ail times 
in dealing with bills of this character, to 
give the applicant for a pension the ben- 
efit of any doubt that might arise, which 
balanced the propriety of granting the 
pension, if there seemed any just foun- 
dation for the application. 
But when it 
seemed entirely outside of every rule in 
its nature, or the proof supporting it 
was wanting, I have supposed I did only 
my duty in interposing an objection. It 
seems to me that it would be well if our 
general pension laws should be revised 
with a view of meeting every case that 
can arise. 
Our experience and knowl- 
edge of anyexistmg deficiencies ought 
to make the enactment of a complete 
pension code possible. 
In the absence 
of snoh revision and if pensions are to be 
granted upon equitable groundfe, with- 
out regard to general laws, the present 
methods would be greatly improved by 
the estaoliehment of some tribunal to 
examine the facts of every case and de- 
termine upon the merits of every ap- 
plication.

I cannot doubt that the renewal of a 
"love autl devotion to a pure Jefler- 
Bonian democratic form of government" 
whioh you contemplate will suggest the 
inquiry, wLetber the people are recfiv- 
iufi all'the benefits whioh are due them 
under such 
a form of government. 
These benefits are not fully enjoyed when 
our citizens ate unneoessarrially bur- 
dened and their earning and incomes are 
useleBsly diminished under the pretext

Uur government belongs to the peo- 
ples '1 ney have decreed its purpc-ees;

that its cost shall be limited by fru- 
gfility, aud that its burden of expense 
shall* be carefully limited by its actunl 
ueeds. 


And yet a useless and dangerous sur- 
plus lu'the national treasury tells no 
other tftie but extortion on the part of 
the government and a perversion of the 
people's intention. 


In the midst of our impetuous enter- 
prise and blind confidence in our des- 
tíny, it IS time to pause and study our 
condition, 
it is no sooner appreciated 
than the conviction must follow that the 
tribute exacted from the people should 
be diminished. 


Ihe theories whioh oloud tbe subjeot, 
misleading honest men, and the appeals 
to selfish interests, which deceive the 
understanding, muke the reform, whioh 
should be e^tsy, a difficult task. 


Although tuose who propose a rem- 
edy for present evik have always been 
the friends of American 
latrár, and 
though they declare their purposes to 
•further its interests in all their efforts, 
yet those who oppose reform attempt; 
to disturb our wurkingmen by the cry 
that their wages and 
their employ- 
ment are threatened. 
They adv cate 
a

benefits 
certain 
classes of our citizens at the expense of 
every householder in the land—a system 
which breeds discontent, because it per- 
mits the duplication of wealth without 


corresponding additional recompense to 
labor, whioh prevents the opportunity 
to work by stifling production and limit 
ing the area of our markets, and which 
enhances the cost of living beyond the 
laborer's hard-earned wages. 


The attempt is made to divert the at- 
tention of the people from the evils of 
snoh a scheme • of taxation by branding 
those who seek to correct these evils as 
free traders and enemies of our working- 
men and our industrial enterprises. Thin 
is so far from the truth that there should 
be no oh moe for such deception to suo 
ceed. 


It behoves the American people, while 
thoy 'rejoice in the anniversary of the 
day when their free government was de- 
clared, to also reason together, and de- 
termine that they will not be deprived 
of the blessings and benefits which their 
government should afford.

DYNAMITE PLOT! 


Arrest of Three Men Charged With 
Consplra^ to Destroy Property 
—Dynamite Fonnd In 
Their Possession. 


CHICAOO, July 6.—Thomas Broderiok 
and James Bowles, members of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
and another man named Wilson, were 
arrested on a Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy train yesterday, brought to Chi- 
cago and lodged in the oounty jail under 
bonds of S5,000 each, charged with con- 
spiring to destroy the railroad com- 
pany's property. 
They had a consider- 
Hbla quantity of dynamite in their pos- 
session when arrested. 


The mtn had taken off their coats, 
and under the two coats, lying between 
Boderink and Wilson u^on the seat, was 
an innocent looking package wrapped 
in a newspaper. 
When he had captured 
this, 
Deteottve 
MoOinty's look 
of 
triumph quickly faded as he realized 
the poseibie danger of its contents. 
While they were putting the bracelets 
on the prisoners, Broderiok 
quickly 
snatched a letter from his pocket and 
threw it out 
the window. 
MoGinty 
sprung to the bell rope and stopped the 
train. 
Rup^ng back along the track 
he found the letter. 
It is now in the 
possession of District Attorney Ewing. 
He refuses to reveal its contents, 
but 
General Manager Stone intimated that 
its contents gave him important infor- 
mation regarding the plot. 


The officers reached the city with 
their prisoners without Incident, Broder- 
iok atd Wilson being stoically indiffer- 
ent to everything, while Bowles was 
profuse in his explanations of ' the mis- 
take." A valise was taken from Bowles, 
and several letters and papers. 
Tnese 
were taken to the district attorney's of- 
fice, with the newspaper package, and 
tbe latter was then for the flrat time 
examined. 
It was found to contain four 
dynamite cartridges, eaoh about ten 
inches long and an inch and a quarter 
square. 
These were fitted with a small 
fuse to eaoh, and Mr. Rhodes estimated 
that eaoh contained about a pound of 
dynamite. 
In Broderick's pocket, in a 
purse, were found several small dyna- 
mite fulminating caps. 


On Broderick's person was found a 
Brotherhood membership card, declar- 
ing him a memtier of the Pottsville 
Division, No. 80, "good until Aug. 6, 
1888," and signed "J. Howard Dolts," 
Broderiok has been in the Burlington 
employ as reeentiy as April last, but the 
offioials know» very little o/ his past 
reqf-rd. 
Both he and Wilson have just 
come on from Crestón, la., where he 
was closely identified with tbe strikers. 
Wilson Is supposed to be a striking fi'e 
man. 


All of the men denied positively that 
they ktew anything about the dynamite 
and disclaimed ownership of the bundle 
found on the seat between them. 


"I do not know any of these men," 
said Chairman Hogé to a reporter. 
"They may be members of the brother- 
hood, but I do not remember them. 
If 
their case is found worthy of investiga- 
tion we will help them, of course, and 
get them bail." 


CúiOAOO, July 6.—J. A. Baurelsen, 
deputy auditor of the Aurora, 111., divi- 
sion of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, was brought to Chicago this 
morning, under arrest, by a deputy 
United States marshal. 
He is charged 
with complicity in the alleged dynamite 
plot agaiest the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy road. 


Baureisen said he knew nothing what- 
e v e r of the charges preferred against 
him. 
He knew Bowles from the fact 
that he had been in his division of the 
brotherhood; the others he had no ac- 
quaintance with.

Dei. ingt r, ere residents of Amsterdam, 
I ai d et'.me to St. Paul only a short time 
I ago on u visit to their relatives here. 
i After the party arrived at the hotel it 


was decided to go for a boat ride, and 
Mrs. Tucker, being rather timid, pre- 
ferred to remain on the bank and watoh 
the party. 
Mr. Tucker took the oars, 
and, accompanied only by his father and 
sister, started ont over the lake. 


They had reached a point about a 
quarter of a mile from the shore when, 
for some cause at present unknown, the 
boat oapshKtd and the three oocupants 
were precipitated into the lake.

B i e FLAMES. 


A Destmetlve Fire Raged Last Iflght at 
Pittsbnrg. 


PTTTSBUBO, July 6.—At 12 o'clock last 
night a flre broke out on Madison ave- 
nue, Allegheny City, that burned a 
space of 140 feet long by 120 feet deep, 
destroying 
J. A. 
Reitzell's 
wagon 
works, Reimbach & Deitz's chair fac- 
tory, J. A. Roessie A Oo.'8 church fur- 
niture factory, R. Beiter's brush factory 
and C. 
Siohenheimer's confectionery 
store. 
The buildings were all frame 
structures, and stood together, facing on 
Madison avenue. 
When the fire was 
discovered it was burning in both the 
wagon and chair factories. 


It had already gained great headway, 
and by the time the fire department ar- 
rived the entire block was in flames. 
Th; flre department turned its atten- 
tion to adjoining properity and succeed- 
ed in preventing 
the spread of the 
flames, and at 1 o'clock the flre was un- 
der control 
The loss is estimated at 
860,000, with probably half that amount 
of insurance. 
The origin of the flre is 
not known, but it is supposed to have 
caught from the boilers. 


8TA9ÎD FROM UNDER. 


An Iron Clad Provifion, That Will Si- 
lence All Oppoidtlon, Entwines 
the New Shop Project. 


In response to the call of twenty-five 
prominent business 
men the oounty 
commissioners met this afternoon to 
hear and embody several new provisions 
it was proposed to append to the agree- 
ment heretofore published between the 
New Yt rk, Mahoning and western road 
and the county commissioners for the 
location of the main shops of the rail- 
way in this oity. 


The firat provision stipulates that the 
company must expend not less than 
$200,000 on its shop plant in this oity, 
before it can collect a cent of ihe $200,- 
000 it seeks as an appropriation. 


Secondly, the company ^ e e s to have 
its shops taken into the city limits at 
once without relief or objection. 


And last, but not least, the company 
clinches the whole agreement with the 
following proposition, whioh entwines 
the great work: 


"That upon the further condition that, 
before said money, or any part thereof, 
is paid to the said railroad company, it 
shall execute an indemnity mortgage to 
the board or commissioners of Allen 
county on the shops and grounds upon 
whioh they are situated in the penal 
sum of $200,000; that said shops and 
grounds shall be and remain for ever the 
principal construction and repair shops 
for the division of Fort Wayne and not 
oe removed therefrom, and it shall be 
the first mortgage lien thereon upon the 
property, the title of which shall be a 
fee simple and unincumbered at the 
ime of the execution of said mortgage." 


This agreement and the agreements 
before enumerated were incorporated in 
the original contract and were accepted 
by the railroad company as binding on 
it. 


The last or mortgage provision was 
the one contended for by Mr. Henry C. 
Paul and he will now not only vote for 
the appropriation, but will support it 
heartily. 


The provision seoures the shops and 
division point to us forever and Judge 
Morris and ex-Congressman Coleriok 
pronounce it legal and binding. 


Can anyone doubt the honesty or le- 
gality of the proposition now? 


If any dne does, then we yield our 
faith in human fairness and our appre 
ciation of the good judgment of the 
people of Fort Wayne. 


Besides and outside of all this the 
company has 
deposited $600 in the 
Hamilton National bank to cover the 
election expenses in the event that at 
any time t le company should refuse the 
appropriation or comply with its contract.

Arrest of Three Men Charged With
